1. Thestotal number of cages exammed and advised on by us is 806, 
Of these 100 related to State prisoners dealt with under Regulation II] of 
1818 ; 702 to internees under the Defence of India Act ; and 4 to persons 
dealt with under the Indian Ingress Ordinance. In 6 of the total number of 
cases examined by us, we have advised Government that there ara not 
sufficient grounds, in our opinion, for bélieving that the parties concerned 
have meet in a manner prejudicial to the public safety or the defence of 
British India, and*that, therefore, they should be unconditionally released. 
In the rest we have advised that the parties have, in our opinion, so acted, 


III. The cases of the State prisoners and internees, which have arisen 
out of the moyement of «evolitionary crime in Bengal, have been dealt with 
. by us for convenience under certain groups, suggested by the course of events 
and by the developments of the investigation by the pélise. The groups are 
18 in number, of-which 6 consist of members of the Dacca Anushilan Samiti ; 
the German plot and the conspiracy for the theft of Rodda’s mausers form 
Separate groups; and the remaining sections, except the miscellaneous 
section, relate to the various branches of the Western Bengal party, which 
party extended its operations ‘also into Eastern Bengal. The miscellaneous 
group is very small. This formation of groups is based on the organisation 
of the revolutionaries themselves, except in the vase of the Dacca Anushilan 
Samiti, which is one self-contained organisation. ’ 


IV. Our study and examination of the cases have impressed us with 
the’ correctness of the conclusion arrived ‘at in their Report by the Sedition 
Committee, 4918 (presided over by the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Rowlatt) as to 
the alliance and inter-connection of all the groups, formed into one revolition-_ 
ary movement with one common object, viz., the overthrow of His Majesty’s 
Government in India by force. All the individual cases stand so closely 
inter-connected as parts of one whole, that they form, both as to the 
personnel and the acts of crime, one continuous movement of revolution, 
which must be regarded as living and prolonged in all its parts until the 
movement is completely extinguished. 


We desire to emphasise this view of the inter-connection of these revolu- 
tionary organisations because (as we shall show presently in this memoran-
